"We said: What are we sup- 
posed to do wifo Um? Can we 
interfere in your internal affairs 
again, from the odber side*?” 

The fate of Mr. NajibuQah's 
government is the key issue in 
effoits to negotiate an end to the 
13-year-old dvil war, which has 
deirastated A fgt i aim ta n and sent 
mntinns into exUc. 

The Kremfin supported tbe for- 
mer Afghan secret prike chief 
and his communist predecessors 
ftn* yeais. Bid its inflnence in 
Kabul has diminished vrifii the

"We interiered once, we burnt 
our fingers, we feel ashamed of it, 
we want to smooth things over 
any way, but we do not want ro 
interfere again from tbe other 
side,” Mr. Pankrn told reporters .

Mr. Mifoarak asked 
what Israel could offer an Egyptian touiisL saying: "What is he 
conring to see? Tbe beach? We have large beadles of onr own, as 
Ng as aU of Israel. And 1 am not even mentionii^ tiie Jewish 
settlements.” 


Iranian official wishes hostages will be fr^ 


BEIRUT (AP) — An Iranian envoy Wednesday expressed the 
‘wish that aQ Western hostages in Lebanon be fre^ by fiie end of 
.the month. Mohammad Kazem Khonsari, head of file Iranian 
Foreign Kfimstry's Middle East Department, made the remark in 
answer to a qnestioo at the Iranian emba^ in Befrut. Asked 
what fak expe^tions were after some Iranian officials predicted 
an end of the bosta^' ordeal by the end of the. year, Nfr. 
Khonsari said: "We that aQ the hostages would be brad by 
the end of this mouth instead of wahing nntil the end of this 
year.” He reiterated Iran's positioD that Tehran was "tbe first 
victim of hostage-takiiig in Lebanon*^ when fiour of its citizens'— 
three Iranian embassy diploaials and their driver — were 
IcidDapped in tbe Christian enclave nmtfa of Beirut while escaping 
the Israeli invaskm in 1982. Rig^-wing miiitiwg have said die four 
were lolled, but Iran insists on cmtible infimnatktt on their 
wbereaboots.

Jordan Press Association bans 
writer for talking to Israel

AMMAN — Jordan’s Press 
Association on Wednesday d^ 
mi ff eH journalist Snhan Hattab 
and him from writii^ 

became of interviews he gave to 
IsaeH television during tte Mi^ 
die East peace conference in 
Madrid. 

The derision was adopted by 
administrative conncD of Ae 
press association, whidi branded 
Mr. Hattab’s interviews illegal 
and accused him of attempting to 
normalise cnhiinl relatkms wiA 
“the Zionist entity." 

In a statement, the council 
condemned what it termed Mr. 
Hattab’s “disgraccfol bdhaviour" 
and said bis television interviews 
constituted ’’U^ treason of 
JogdaniaD laws." 

The {Mess assoriation coonril’s 
statement ran as follows: 

“The .com^ dfreossed the 
shamefiil- act' of Suiten Hattab 
who gave an iulerview wiA laael 
Television dnimg the Madrid 
peace conference and considered 
it as a dangerons precedent, 
violating Joidaman linvs iriikfa 
ban any contact wiA tbe Israeli 
enemy. 

“As the Jordan Press Associa- 
tion was, tiie first organisation to 
pbee Arab jonmafists on a black 1st 
for dealing with Israel or 
calling for nemoudismg relatioais 
wiA the Zsooist entity, and in 
accordance wHh previoas associa- 
tioD resolutions, Ae council 
strongly condemns Hattab’s 
shamefiil act and rdterates its 


strong o p position to nonnalising 
relations wiA die Israrii enenty in 
any form. 

“Since Hattab interview 
whh Isreri Television constitutes 
a violatum oi the Arab boycott 
rules against Israel and a violar 
tion of the assoriation’s law and 
r^plations which consider any 
contact whh the Zionist enemy as 
a capital treason, and in accord- 
ance wiA Articles 46 and 50 of 
tbe association law issned in 1983, 
. the coancQ has derided to disnuss 
Snhan Al Hattab from the asso- 
ciation and ban him from serving 
as a joamaEsL 

name of Snhan Al Hattab 
is to be added to the assoriaiion's 
Mack list and tbe derision will be 
distributed to various organisa- 
tioDS and unions as well as jour- 
nalist unions locally and abroad. 

“The association will request 
from mII pi TUK mstitiitioos 
new^iapers in Jordan to p re ven t 
Saltan Al Hattab from working 
for them in accordance wiA asso- 
riation low," the statement con- 
chided. 

Tbe measure means that Mr. 
Hattab cannot work as a jonroal- 
ist in tins Kingdnm, where the 
majority of peo^ opposed nor- 
maBsation of relations whh Israel 
before h withdraws from lands it 
captured from Jordan, E^gypt and 
S}^ during the 1967 hfiddle East 
war. 

“I am surprised about the press 
association’s unfeir dedsion," 
liffr. Hattab said in an mterview. 
“I believe that tiiere are attenqhs 


to peace efforts in this 

r^joD- 

“But I AaH stick to my views 
... I shall stn^gle using my pen, 1 
siudl contmne to danaiod my 
rights and I shaO nevn-giveiip," 
be said. 

Mr. Hattab, 39, the tomer 
editor-in-chief of tbe pro- 
government Al Sbaab new^iaper 
and a prominent colnimrist in Ae 
hlieral Al Ra’i, will not be aMe to 
^ipeal the oonnril’s decision.. 

The move came three days 
after Jordan Writers Union 
adopted a gtnnar measore citing 
“moral poniAment on Mr. Hat- 
tab for Im contacts vriA Israel." 

Under Jordanian taw, a jour- 
nafist cannot practise hb pnrf e s- 
aonwhfaontobtaiimig credentials 
from tbe Tnfin rmatkyn Ministry 
after the approval of the- {vess 
assoriation. A Jordanian writer 
most be a member of tiie Writers 
Assoriation. 

Jndan is offiriaDy in a state of 
war whh its western ne^bmir, 
Israel. But Jordanian and Israeli 
officials met, shook hands and 
efismssed peace prospects dormg 
the peace conference in Madrid 
last monA. 

Mr. Hattab, a native of the 
Lradi-oceviNed West Bank chy 
of Hebron, said be talked to 
Israrii Television to “dritood and 
explain Jordan’s official poshioii, 
vridch ca& for Israei’s withdrawal 
from Arab lands, the imple- 
mentation of urteinational I^b^ 
tima^ and tbe restoration .of 
Palesriniaps* legitimate li^ts.".

WHATEVER Israeli leaders tike Shamir and Sharon say is not 
important and does not carry real weight because the whole peace 
process is in the bands of tto United States, said A1 Ra*i Arabic 
daily Wednesday. The paper said tbat the Uni^ States hokfa ^ 
wbeeb of die train of peaM and has the power to move it towards 
its destination undaunted by die Israeli leaders’ statements. Ever 
anoe Wasfaingtoo came op widt its initiative to end the Arab- 
Israeli conflict, all eyes were focused on U.S. Secretary of State 
James Baker aid his shuttle mterion in the Middle East because, 
^ p^ier said, it is in Washingtoa’s power fo bring the aspired 
pearo to die r^on and pot an end to Israel’s arrogance. The 
paper said diat the Arabs ^ve the power only to say whether they 
aco^ a fommla offered them diioi^ die peace n^otiatioiis or 
not but, weak and disorgnised as they are, they can not force 
Israel by themselves to leave the Arab territories, and can not 
impose conditions on IsraeL Therefore, the paper said, the Arabs 
are 01 ^ counting on the United States to prove its credibi^ and 
to toow die world diat it reflects die mteroadonal leplity and 
inqKises it on all parties on equal terms. The pq>er saM the real 
battle for peace b not bet w een the Arabs suod Iwael but rather 
betw ee n tto world oomimiiiity, led by the United States, and the 
af^rfication of Security Council nrarriutions wliiefa h^ been 
rejected by the Jetrish state. 


A1 Dnslimr dafly referred in an editorial to a deebion by Israel’s 
partiamgnt pladiig the occopied Golan Hei^its off-l^b for 
n^otiatkms and said it was meant as a manoeavie and a way of 
provoking die Syrians. Ever since the convening of the Madrid 
conference, Israeli leaders had been intent on takhig decisions 
and ca-tyning out actmis, like die aggression against Lriianon, 
for die sake of abortii^ the negotiations, the paper said. Among 
Israel's evil deagns b die latest dedskm to plant yet more 
setdemeots on the ocoapied Syrian territc^, the paper said. It 
said. that althongh these decbknis and acdoos can not alter the' 
situation, th^ can neither l^albe Israel's oociqiatkMi. Their 
adc^on at fob particular juncture was meant to s^iotage the 
emning bilateral talks whidi aim at inqriemeiitii^ U.N. Security 
Connefl resrdntkms 242 and 338. Israel realises that sndi decisions 
copce ming the Golan Heights can by no means encourage the 
Syrians to make peace with it nor can they force the other Arab 
parties to end th^ hostflity towar ds Israel, Mkl die pqier. For 
dns reason, the Israeli leadm emtinne fo defy dw world 
community’s will and reject its resolutions in dear defiance of the 
oo>qxnisors of the MarW coaferen ce and die woild commimity 
at large, the paper* added. It said that h b foe duty of the 
siq ierpowers to pnt an ^ to Israel’s poisoning of the atnroqihere 
on die eve irftiieMateral negotiations wfaidi the sup e rp o w ers had 
plarmed as a ptelode to a lasting peace.

Don’t pay the ransom 


IN its Saturday edition, Al^Dustonr newspaper repor ted that the 
Cabinet-to-be win boast no less titan twenty ei^t ministeis so as 
to accommodate the ministerial aqurations oi yet more As I 

read with moon ting interest aboot the prime minister’s valiant 
efforts to alleviate the overriding oooc e m of die legislative branch 
of g ove ium ent, namely foe dnno^ np of minbterial booty and 
othm ceremoirial pr izes, my mind wandered off to an old comic 
scene in whidi a b u ffoon bolds a number of per^rie bodage by 
pomting a pbtol to Us own bead wtule die 'iiostages*' plead srifo 
him for fo^ ffeed<Mn. Sinuiariy, the Pariiaiuent, vriiich has 
dearly lost all sense of collective purpose, b hcrfdmg die nation 
hostage to the personal afflictions of its members by due^ening 
to bthig down foe CaUnet of one of its own. 

Suddenly, I was strode by somedung akin to a thonderbolt and 
jUted out of my reverie. It took me a while to realise tfa^ h was 
an idea, since I haven’t had one of diose for quite soote time. Bat 
what an idea it was! ff we must acquiesce to the Parliament before 
it blows the first parliameotuy Cdcnet to smidieieeiis, then why 
stop at twenty ei^ portfolios? Why not forty-one? Tbb way, no 
government will ever-bave to worry about a vote of no confidence 
agaiiL Actional bene^ indode Uring more dvU servants (we 
could never have enough of them) and inoeasii^ by a half the 
areas in which the btmeaocracy can reach oat and touch the 
peofrie. 

Or we can tell foe Parliament to pnll the trigger. Better still, we 
can have a noa-paifiameiitaiy catrinet that b compatible, enli^t- 
ened and has the means and the will to set foe country firmly on a 
oomse towards a pie-detennined station (e.g. to become a raC, a 
nevriy-mdustrialised country, by the year 2000). Sndi a cabinet 
will remain in power ontil political parties contest the next 


parliamentary elections and the winning party can be invested 
with the eaceentive authority. 

Thb last option b both rational and correcL Here and die 
reasops why: 

1. Tbe enormity of the dialleiiges fedng Jordan cans for an 
extraordinaiy cabinet wliidi combines a high d^ree of 
professioiial co m ptt e nce with exceptionally dear viskm 
and srifles dedication. Ftarthermoie, tins ‘*dream” cabinet 
must be in totai ggeement on pr i ori ti es and polkaes so as 
to be able to meiriahost of stiDCtnral defects adiidifonn 
an obstinate impedmient to economic and sodal progress. 

The eleventh Parliameot b oonspioious in its sh ort age of 
relevant professional and tedmkal qualifications. Tte and 
tbe feet that yon cannot get ten paitiamentarians to agree 
oa anything other than a poh^ of Island or 
popnlism render it impossible to form an effbetive pai^ 
liamentaiy government. 


3. niere b no democratic ratkuale^ for bringing bgblatan 
into foe catrinet. Esmeutive authority b n eeded endy fordie 
impierngn tation of a national iriatfonn ot agenda. 
Tbe last elections were not contested by prrii tical parties 
bot by candidates who ran on personal merits and not on 
the b wTb of a nati<wml ageothu In feet, no groiqi of 
legislatois has bothered to formulate a comprdMaave 
national ager^ even after getting elec te d. So Miat.b die 
baas for foeir nmristexial daina? 


When party politics comes into effect, there wiD be a long 
period of pcriitical postering sold infi^iting. Sane poHdes 
wQl be the main casualty of thb teefomg process. There- 
fore, tbe only time avaOable to undertake tbe necessary 
strncteral reform s b dumg the mterim period before the 
onset of party politics. may be tbe last «*««»» to have 
a techtiiCTHy proficient cabind that can 
basic r e forms in a way that cannot be easify re ve r s ed by 
party pUitidans. It can also be argoed that the proper 
cabinet to oversee the fonnattion of political parties and the 
not electfons b a nentral professional cabinet with no 
party alWiatifti ff, 


It cannot be parUamentary traditioiis because Jordarriaii 
tradition does not s up port sudi daims. And it cannot be 
democratic precqds. fa tiie wmld’s ridiest defflocraty-, for 
exanqrie, it b unconstitutional for a cmigressnian or a 
to bccome a eahtnet member unless be first resigns 
hb l^jsbtive seaL Kfore impoitm^, dedorate and 
most «>firfMateiBj widiirfmg foe prime nrinbter, made dear 
dnring the last elections tiietr opposition to menfoeis of 
parUameiit cranbinit^ both ie^siative and esrecutive roles.

Having said all of thb, I can see now that aocpnescing to the 
legblatois* demands b a thoronghly bad optfon.

The failure of foe Arabs 
and tbe Palestinians to translate 
tbe power of foe intifada into 
concrete diplomatic grins not 
only simplifiM Mr. Shultz's tarit, 
but created an opportunity for hb 


successor to embark on foe pro- 
ject of stabilisation on terms 
stimulated not by foe intifeda 
(afoose card bad alre^ been 
played in vain in November 
19^, but by Israel, whose “elec- 
tion plan” of May 1989 was de- 
dared ^ Mr. James Briter “the 
only game in town.** The new 
“opportunity,*' however, etaded 
Mr. Baker when' Mr. Shamir re- 
nounced hb plan in tiw spring trf 
1990, despite the potential of a 
hfiddle settlement within an 
Israeli framework. 

Mr. Baker, however, was to 
have a second “window of oppor- 
tunity,'’ now bolstered by objec- 
tive and materiri changes occur- 
ring at tiw regional and global 
leveb, whidi not dependent, 
as before, on tiw imperatives of 
IsraeU domestic politics and Mr. 
Shamir's shifting moods. The 
Gulf war has effectively de- 
molished foe offidri Arab con- 
census on Palestine, eroded Arab 
srriidarity and exposed re^e in- 
security in the Crolf. The illusion 
of Arab defence riid foe higher 
interest are now eclipsed by the 
qiec^e of foeikhs and 
presidents ingratiating them- 
scNes wifo Washington, thus 
enabling it to deal with them 
bilateraDy and largely oa tbe 
basb of narrowly constroed in- 
terests rather than as a sohd Irioc 
with a nationalist and Friestinian 
agenda. 

Strategic asset or expensive 

Ifabaity? 

The Soviet edipse has lein- 
forced Mr. Baker's serond <^7por- 
tunhy, and produced an ulded 
imperative for a reassessment of 
foe U.S.-lsraeli special rela- 
tionship. A diiiiifi^ed Soriet 
‘'threat" b simpiy iiwompatible 
with the notion of a stiategic 
asset. In fact Israel b coming to 
look more and more like an 
oqK^ve liatriUty. The American 
public b less incUiied to give 
foreign rid, now that a So^t 
“threat** has bemi removed from 
Washington's foreign policy lex- 
icon, and as domestic needs 
assume urgent and renewed con- 
cern in tiw midst of recession. 
The recent findiiig of a combined 
Wall Street Journri and NBC 
public opuiion poOs (Oct. 15, 
1991), which reveab that foe per- 
centage of AmericaiB who would 
give rid to tiw Soviet Uiuon (S8 
per cent) e x ceeds that of ibosa 


wbo would give to Israel (44 per 
cent), b. significant. 

Tte strategic imperatives for a 
modified U.S. pointy in foe hfid- 
dOe East, which derive frtun tife 
end of the cold war and the Gulf 
war victory, may not be sufficient 
in themsd^ to preriuoe a viable 
peace and the required stability. 
For foe unfolding relationships of 
tbe U.S. in tbe region are com- 
Iiriex. The imbalance of power in 
tbe region itself creates a new 
dynamic which hnpeb foe sole 
superpower to redefine its own 
national interest against the back- 
drop of the new realities. In that 
context, enhanced U.S. pre-emi- 
nence will take precedence over 
Israel's own aspirations for re* 
gionri dominance. Washington b 
likely to dust off previons 
strategic blueprints of ^ Bagh- 
dad Pact and the “consensus of 
strategic coaoem,’’ which would 
help roc o rpoT a te the active Arab 
components of “Desert Storm" 
and the passive Israeli partner 
into a new Middle East order. 
Tbe Arab parties which refrained 
from extending blessings to tbe 
destruction of Iraq (Jc^an and 
the Palestinians) are placed on 
probation. Their incorporation 
into foe new re^onal order will 
be dependent on tbe progress and 
outcome of tbe Madrid process. 
Meanwhile that process itself will 
be influenced by the degree of 
cooperation which the Bush 
administration b willing to show 
its Arab allies and their appen- 
dages.

The aborted -showdowns 
over the loan gnamtees repre- 
sented an initiri victory of sorts 
for President Bnsh in an arena in 
which “humanitarian'' values 
were highlighted by American

adenrioos were lelepled to the aide- 
iines. The U.S.' national security 
c o ncerns are now cent r ed on the 
Japanese trade surplus “threat" 
and the shape and scope of an 
integrated Europe and America's 
.role in it. Thus brael's leverage 
in Washington b reduced: hence 
its tenacions adhesion to “not a 
single inch," the mad rash to 
bufld colonial settlements and foe 
resultant discord with America.

But the party lost ground in 
some key le^slative races and 
there was an anti-incumbent 
strain throng the election 
wiD tube aarieties across party 
fines.

burgh and foe Burii administia- 
tioo had abandoned the middle 
dass and was insensitive to the 
reoesrioo’s toO. 

“It's deariy the kmd cf cam- 
paign we're looking at 
Geo^ Bush in tiie 1992 general 
eie^on ai^ that’s it's a 
special sign,” Democratic 
National Couiinittee Ch^iman 
Ronald H. Brown said in an 
interview Tuesday night. 

Republican pollster Bill MeJa- 
turff said tbe economy was tbe 
reason for foe volatile electorate 
and the off-year balloting “a 
ne ed ed wake up eaii for tbe 
White House ... a good reminder 
tbat de^te the prroident's popn- 
larity the president of thb eonntiy 
b hdd i^ponsibie ^ the status 
oi foe economy."

They derive oaturally from 
the central issue — Palestine, 
wbicb is the root cause of foe 
Arab-Israeli conflict. Tbe two- 
track coDcq^t, therefore, b not a 
procedural bsue, but a substan- 
tive one packag^ in procedural 
wrappings. WhDe tbe direction of 
Mr. Baker’s track b paraOd, 
the tracks themselves are integral 
and complementary.

Once a fsared force ivhfcfa 
defended Christianity in the 
huddle East with swords and 
maces, the 900-year-<M reli- 
ffoas order today devotes it- 
sdf to dtarity work. 

Tbe knights were masters 
of Malta for 268 years and 
won everlasting fame when 
they refNiIsed a three-month 
siege by tbe military mipt of 
Ti^ey’s Suleyman tbe Mag- 
niScent in 1S65. 

In June 17^ tbe French 
Emperor Napoleon Bona- 
parte gave tbe knights three 
days to leave tbe iriand after 
Valletta capitulated to him. . 

This year, tbe island gov- 
ermaent sfgned ao a.greeiEient 
with tbe Order of tbe Kn^ts 
of Malta — short for tbe 
Sovereign MiUtary Ho^ital- 
ler Ortfer of St of Jeru- 

salem, of Rhodes and of Mal- 
ta — uoder triiicb they will be 
allowed to use some of the 
buildings at Fort St. Angelo. 

The ka^ts have under- 
taken to restore at their own 
aqtense the Cbapel of St 
Anne and tbe houx that was 
occupied by the bead of the 
order, tbe grandmaster. It is 


now known as tbe Qptain’s 
House. 

Many grandmasters who 
died before 1577 were buried 
in the ritapeVs crypt They 
were later reburU^ in the 
crypt of their conventual 
church, tbe Co-Cathedral of 
St John in Valletta. 

Apart from tbe and 

tbe Captain's House, the 
knigjits will also restore o^r 
parts of tbe fort wbhb have 
suffered from tbe ravages of 
time and heavy bmnmng in 
World War H. 

Some of tbe bastion walls, 
several feet thick and built to 
withstand Ttiridsb cannon, 
bear tbe scars of German 
bombs. 

Interior Afiuzster Ugo Mif- 
sad Bonnki, who signed tbe 
agreement on behalf of tbe 
Maltese government, stres- 
sed that: ’’Fort St Angelo 
would remain the property of 
tire go/vemment." 

After Malta became inde- 
pendent ftom Britain in 1964 
die fort went through a che- 
quered period. 

A former Socialist govero- 
ment decided to use it for 
tourism. A Chinese res- 


taaraot opened there but did 
not last long. Nor did an 
acopuncture centre. The for- 
tress fell into disuse. 

Tbe knights from 

headquarters in Rome wbere 
the activity pursue the 
humanitarian roh for which 
tbe order was originally 
founded. 

The order hopes to set up 
an emergen^ relief centre in 
Malta to store meefiemes, 
/bod and other supplies 
needed to help countries bit 
by natural disasktr.

nising project was worth it. 

Carax*s film is the 
talkof Paris, and mudi of tbe 
talfc has been about money 
160 mMoa francs (X28 mif- 
Soa) at tiie latest estimate, or 
five times the original 
budget. 

Quite bow Carax managed 
to burn so many holes in tbe 
poefcets of three exasperated 


producers and thousands of 
Bnandal fmdeers is a story 
that could make any accoun- 
tant weep. 

Carax bas to forfeit a non- 
renewab/e three-week permit 
to Sbn on tbe real Pont Neuf 
after hfr leading man, Denis 
Lavant, was immobilised 
with a rijped tendon in bis 
band. 

Instead be bad the bridge 
— along with large chunks of 
central Fans — reconstructed 
on a witHkwept piain in the 
Camaigue Marshes ofsoatb- 
em France. 

Hundreds of builders 
laboured for months to con- 
struct the 10 hectares (25 
acres) set, and continaed to 
work on it\ for tbe entire 
marathon shooting period as 
gale force winds knocked 
down building facades and 
the foke River S&ne burst its 
banks.

Ikm francs ($800,000) to real- 
ise. 

Such dizzy extravagance 
bas earned Carax compari- 
sons with D.W. GriMtb, tbe 
IRMywood piemeer who re- 
built arraent B^rdad and 
imported elqpihants fer bis 
1917 epic IntoieTanoe. 

Less ffatterittgly, critics 
fear Les Amants could be- 


come tbe French versiao of 
Heaven*s Gate — Gsear- 
winner AScbael Cuzuno’s dis- 
astrous Western whose run- 
away butiget and box ofSce 
feihire nearly mined bis stu- 
dio, United Artists, in 1^1. 

Tbe lovers of the title are 
Alex, a tkpressive Sre-eater 
(Lavant), and Micbdle, an 
artkt who bas run away from

They have seaired an in- 
ternational agreement to ban 
companies that make infant 
milk formula from distribut- 
ing their products ffee in 
bo^itals by 1992. Twelve 
countries say they will imple- 
ment the ban by tbe end of 
1991. 

**This is a mayor step for- 
ward for us,” said 
Executive Director James 
Grantduiiaga visittoManila 
for a regional conference. 

The United Nations Chil- 
dren's Fund (UNICEF) esti- 
mates a deds^ shiff back to 
breast-feeding would prevent 
a millioa in^t deaths every 


year. Bottle-fed babies do 
not invest tbe immunities 
against disease that mothers 
pass to breast-fed babies. 

If a baby is bottle-fed 
sbortiy after birth, it is bard 
for tbe ntotiter to encourage 
it to breast-feed later. 
Mothers are then landed with 
tbe expense of buying formu- 
la, Mr. Grant said. 

UNICEF officials say the 
Hiil^ines, along with Boli- 
via, Brazil, Egypt, Gabon, 
Ivory Coast, Kenya, Mexico, 
Nigeria, Pakistan, Thailand 
and Turkey have affxted to 
end ffee Aumii/a d^iibation 
in hospitals by tto end of

Mr. Fazal said tbe com- 
panies tried to undercut tbe 
code’s effectiv&iess in coun- 
try after country as part of a 
campaign to win a lugger 
share of a marAet worth $i 
billion a year. 

“For every montii they 
dragged their feet, we have as 
many deaths of babies as tbe 
Hhr Khhna disaster. For ev- 
ery week, the number of 
dead babies is equal to the 
Armenia earthquake,” Mr. 
Fazal said. Some 140,000

United States dropped an 
atcoBK bomb on tbe western 
Japanese dty of Huosbima m 
1^. More than 25JJ00 ptp- 
ple died in tbe Armenian 
eartbqaalte in 1988. 

Breast-feerhng activists re- 
taliated by organising a 
boycott that was called off

De^te the 
dose bonds between lar^l and 
tbe United States, tbe remnant of 
tiie Liberty’s crew and tbe Amer- 
ican people also deserve some- 
thing: at last a true and official 
accoonting of what lies behind 
Mintz’s riveting testimony — The 
Washington Post.

China-lran cooperation fuels 
new challenge to Bush policy

WASHINGTON — China's sale 
of nuclear technoloj^ to Iran has 
given fresh ammunition to Amer- 
icans who criticise President 
George Bush for insbting on 
dose ties with Peking. 

When news of a China-lran 
nuclear connection broke this 
week — and was acknowledged 
by Washington — Secretary of 
Stale James Baker was consider- 
ing visiting the Chinese capital 
next month. 

Now, congressional sources 
say, it would be harder than ever 
for Mr. Baker to justify such a 
trip in the eyes of many Amer- 
icans critical of Peking's record 
on human rights and nuclear pro- 
liferation. 

The nuclear controversy likely 
will erode even further the 
already frayed ties between two 
of the world's most powerful 
countries. They were badly dant- 
aged when Peking cracked down 
on pro-democracy demonstrators 
in Tiananmen Square in 1989. 

llie latest source of friaion 
between Peking and Washington 
came with a report in the 
Washington Post on Wednesday 
that China had been helped Iran 
develop a nuclear bomb. 

U.S. officials confirmed that 
they believe Iran is actively seek- 
ing to develop a nuclear weapon 
and has bought equipment from 
China capable of producing en- 
riched uraninum used in such 
anns. 

China said on Thursday it was 
helping Iran to develop nuclear 
energy for peaceful uses and de- 
nied reports it was helping 
Tehran produce nuclear weapons 
— a disclaimer not likely to satis- 
fy the United States or other 
nations concerned about the 
spread of nuclear weapons. 

Iran and the United Slates 
have been at odds since 1979 
when Islamic fundamentalists 
(werthrew the U.S.-backed shah 
and took 52 Americans hostage. 
They were held for 444 days in 
the U.S. embassy in Tehran, 
sophisticated equipment from 
China that could be used in civi- 
lian nuclear energy programmes 


but was also capable of producing 
highly enriched uranium for ato- 
mic weapons. 

“It appears that there is the 
sale of some nuclear-related tech- 
nologies,” Assistant Secretary of. 
State Richard Solomon told a 
Senate Foreign Relations sub- 
committee on Wednesday. 

“It's something that we have 
talked to the Chinese about and 
will pursue,” he said. ”It is a 
matter of concern.'* 

As for China's disclaimer, 
members of congress who 
attended a dc»ed-(i^ briefiRg 
with U.S. intelligence officials on 
tbe nuclear-trade issue made 
plain they vrould not be dissuaded 
by any general protestations of 
innocence. 

Senator Alan Cranston, a Cali- 
fornia Democrat, said his con- 
cerns about “reports Iran is de- 
veloping a nuclear weapons capa- 
bility with Chinses assistance 
have been greatly intensified.'' 

He complained that the Bush 
administration has not done 
enough to discourage China's 
nuclear proliferation and argued 
that Mr. Baker either should not 
go to iFeldog on his Asia trip or 
should go primarily to pres for an 
end to proliferation. 

A congressional source who 
specialises in arms issues told 
Reuters that without China's help 
Iran could not build a nuclear 
weapon. 

This source, who asked not to 
be identified, said Iran is also 


talking to Pakistan, Argentina 
and Brazil but “none of them 
even comes close to China” 
being able to offer the sophisti- 
cated technology for nuclear 
arms. 

At least two dozen Ou'nesc 
nuclear scientists are now in Iran, 
he said. 

Mr. Bush, an envoy to Peking 
in the 1970s who has an unusually 
strong emotional investment in 
preserving the revived U.S.-Chi- 
na relationship, imposed sanc- 
tions on China after the Tianan- 
men Square massacre. 

But he has resisted punishing 
CThina to the degree his critics 
have demanded. 

Congress several months ago 
passed legislation that would end 
special trade benefits, called 
most-favoured-nation, or MFN,. 
trade status, for China in 1992 
unless Peking met concerns about 
arms proliferation and human 
rights. 

Congress set that bill aside 
when Mr. Bush threatened to 
veto it, and administration offi- 
cials are confident it is dead for 
this year. 

But a senior U.S. official told 
Reuters U.S. grievances with 
China — the sale of missiles to 
Syria and Pakistan, the use of 
forced labour in exports pro- 
ducts, human rights abuses an^ 
trade barriers — were so numer- 
ous “we're going to have renewal 
problems (with MFN) every year , 
for some time.”

Mr. Honecker, East German 
leader for almost two decades 
until forced to lesigo by protests 
in October, 1989, was ^xifted to 
Moscow ty tbe Soviet army in 
March tins year wftbout tbe as- 
sent ^ Gennan a ufl io riti es. 

Bonn now seeks his return on 
charges connected wifo the killing 
of some 200 would-be tefi^^ on 
the .Berlin Wall and inter- 
German border that disappeared 
wifo umfication in 1990. 

Nft. Yeltsin said he and Soviet 
Foreign hfonster Boris Panldn 
were now dealing personally with 
tiie Honecker case, aftm* pre- 
viously tearing it to be hi»ndM by 
Mr. Gorbachev and the KGB. 

Since foe »**«»p**^ coop in 
August, Nfr. Gorbadiev, while 
remaining Soriet president, has 
had to yi^ tench of his power to 
hfr.

“Honecker has made oo re- 
quest for p^tical aq4um. And 
you (Germans) have certain 
daims to him. But there is a 
problem, a moral problem, be- 
tween Gorbachev and Honedc- 
er,*’ Mr. Ydtsin said in ^ inter- 
view. 


“When I got past tbe legal 
aspects of foe problem, 1 readi^ 
this barrier. I ^ke wifo Gor-

Mr. Yeltsin said that if it 
looked as tiiongb Mr. Honecker, 
who is oearty 80, would be able to 
retire on pension, tiien he conld 
be persuaded to recnra.“Tlie 
woik of persoasioa is being car-^ 
lied out contiDonsly. by Paokin 
faimsetf as well.

Mr. Yeltsin, conmenting for 
foe first time on his unsnocessful 
attempt to enforce a state of 
emergmey in the sonfoern Re- 
pnUic of Cbedieno-Ii^nshetia, 
told Die Zeit that Rnssia would 
have to find a way of defending 
itself against Islamic fun- 
da^sentahsm.
